The Rights of Shippers. 

Among the measures of decided 
merit pending before the legislature, 
the bill making the initial carrier re- 
spohsible for loss of or damage to 
a shipment, introduced by Senators 
Hand and Copeland, deserves special 
consideration. 

The Hand-Copeland bill is designed 
to apply to traffic entirely within this 
state, the same treatment that the 
new rate law applies to interstate 
traffic.

It places the responst- 
upon the railroad issuing the 
receipt or bill of lading, and at the 
fame time provides that settlement 
for damage shall be made within a 
specified time. The right of the In- 
itial carrier to recover from the road 


responsible for the loss is, of course, 


recognized. 

The bill provides that any com- 
mon carrier receiving property for 
transportation between points wholly 
within this state shall issue a receipt 
or bill of lading therefore “and shall 
be liable to the holder thereof for any 
loss, damage or injury to such prop- 
erty caused by it or by any common 
carrier, railroad or _ transportation 
company to which such property may 
be delivered or over whose line or 
lines such property may pass, and 
no contract, receipt, rule or regula- 
tion shall exempt such common car- 
rier from the Iability herein im- 
posed.” 

It is further provided that any 
claim for loss or damage to property, 
or overcharge for freight for which 
any common cafrier may be liable, 
shall be adjusted and paid by such 
common carrier within forty days in 
cases of shipments wholly within the 
state, and within sixty days in cases 
of shipments between points without 
and points within this state, after 
such claim shall have been filed with 
the agent of the initia] carrier. 

Failure to adjust the claifm and pay 
it within the time limit set by the bill 
makes the oarrier Hable to a penalty 
of $60 for every such failure. 

The principle upon which this 
Hand-Copeland bill is based is a cor- 
tect one. Legislation is necessary 
to bring about these reforms in the 
interest of the shipper, and it should 
be promptly enacted. The shipper
